BUSINESS FOR THE WEEK AND
MONTH.

A Comprehensive View or the Situation, In-
cluding Interesting SuggestlcES for

Kansas and Wichita.

Business for the week, according to the
most reliable source of information which
is found in the clearing house, was nearly
thirty per cent of an improvement over
the corresponding week last year. The
total for the month just ended shows
814,346.30. The business for the'month is

nearly twenty per cent above that for Jan-
uary of last year. The figures are ?3,G65,-935.-

While this is not as big a show-
ing as mado by New Ydrk city, or possi-

bly Chicago, yet it? is a showing not
equaled by any city of its size to be found
an y where, which fact may also be observed
by the many thousands who watch the im-
portance of cities as shown from returns of
commercial affairs.

Arcuud the board of trade it was quite
lively yesterday; many committee meet-
ings, quite a number of visitors and many
things of importance under consideration.
Ic may not be amiss to repeat that the
board of trade is down to work in earnest;
engaged to a man and all anxious for
wisest council to prevail. Glancing oyer
situation one inquired of Mr. A. W.
Oliver "what do you know?" It was a
sort of a chestnut but he replied by saying:

"I know that there is a good deal more
jealousy existing among the southern
Kansas towns toward Wichita than there
ought. The idea prevails that Wichita
schemes only for herself, which is a very
narrow yiew, to say the least. Wichita is
dependent upon her surrounding territory,
and in the expenditure of the hundreds of
thousands of dollars she has benefitted the
surrounding territory as much as she has
herself. I know that if there is a demand
for a city of a hundred thousand people
here in the next five years that we have
enterprise enough to build it, and there
will be no such demand unless every town
within 1C0 miles of Wichita grows and
prospers and nearly every quarter section
is deyeloped.I know that there never has
been a time when there was as many earn-
est, capable men working in harmony in
Wichita as there is today. I think I
know that now is the time when
the representative men of the
bright towns of this section should
band together and go for the things we
ought to have. I know the latest Wichita
scheme, that of immigration, is arousiug
the whole state from a condition of dry
rot to one of intense activity. I know
what a great many prominent men of
eastern cities who have had occasion to in
vestigate us think better of our city than
we do ourselves. I know that the impres-
sion is gaining ground every day that
Wichita is the coming western city. I
know that the success of tho country
means the success of Wichita aud that if
there is'any community about here that
has "got it in" for Wichita that they can
only hurt us by themselves retrograding.
I know that Wichita was built and that
all the other bright towns of Kansas grew
and became prosperous largely because of
the loyalty of their people and that there
is no greater stumbling block, no greater
clog than the person who has no use for
the town in which he lives, such a person
should not be enumerated in the census
nor occupy space in the city directory."

J'l know that Butler county has 40.000

head of cattle that is being corn fed and
double that number of hogs and many
other counties are in the same fix, and
that it is only a question of a short time
when these same hogs and cattle will set-

tle the loth constitutional question. I
know that the goose bono and every other
indication point to a big crop year for
Kansas in 1S90."

The remarks on the situation were con-

sidered to the point by those who were
present and contained some suggestions
that it would be well to consider. Some
of the real estate exchange members were
present and in due time the conversation
dropped to that topic when Mr. A. W.
Massam took the lead and in answer
to a question on the real estate outlook in
Kansas and Wichita, said:

"Well, sir, I am no prophet nor the son
of a prophet, but I have lived in Kansas
for eighteen years. I might be termed "an
old settler," and if I am not mistaken in
the signs of the times Kansas is right now
at the threehhold of a prolonged period of
growth and prosperity unequaled in her
history. Whv, sir, Kansas has something
to show the visitor now. With more miles
of milroad in the union, aud still more to
be constructed this year; her vast salt
fields, two hundred miles square and four
hundred feet deep, manufacturing thou-
sands of barrels of the purest salt
in the market; with her 270.000,000

bushels of corn aud 30,000,000 bushels
of wheat, with all other products of her
rich soil in proportion for 18S9, most of
which is within her borders yet, aud with
her sorglium and beet sugar, cotton, flax,
castor beins, silk and other new and diver-
sified products of the soil, and with the in-

creased acreage and the extended condition
of the wheat, the line condition of the
ground now almost assures even greater
crops for this year; all of which looks in-

viting to the home seeker and the capital-
ist, and especially is this truo when you
consider the price at which farms can be
bought for at present."

Continuing he said: "There sre good
quarter sectiousjof land in this county for
from $10 to $30 per acre; the price depeuds
on the distance from tho city, improve-
ments, eta, and I believo that within six
months there will be an advance iu the
price of land and city property here."

As to Wichita he said: "Wichita is all
right. With her ten lines of railroad iu
and out, and from three to fire additional
roads to be built this year, she will
look very imvh like a railroad center,
then with her constantly increasing com-

merce, public improvements with score?
of new enterprises constantly seeking lo-

cation here, many of which will material-
ize this spring, which will impart new life
along the line. Iu my judgment the
growth and development of Wichita in
the near future will simply be marvelous.
Yes, capitalists and investors generally, so
far as my acquaintance extends, have good
words for Kansas and Wichita. I have
unbouuded faith and confidence in the
future of Kansas and Wichita; more than
I had before and that is saying a good deal,
but it coincides with the views of every ouo
else who knows Wichita, what mado the
city, the lorces at work now and those to
be felt."

Ball, O.. who is visiting his
Mr. Wm. Xevins, living six miles north-
west of this city, met with a serious yet
peculiar accident. The wagon had been
seut to the field after a small load of bay

one side upset the load. A short pitch
fork that was on the hay fell and the tines
stuck in the ground leaving the fork
standing nearly upright, Mr. Funk in
falling was nearly impaled on the hsudle
of the fork which struck him in the side
and broke a rib.

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31EETXNG OF CITr TEACHJEKS.

The regular monthly meeting of the city
teachers was held yesterday morning at 9
a. m. The opening exercises consisted of
scripture reading and prayer by Dr. Stev-
enson, and singing led by Professor
Young. The roll call showed all but two
teachers present, who, by the way, were
sick, and Dr. Stevenson expressed his
pleasure at again meeting the teachers in
the institute, and hoped they would all
derive profit from the meeting.

The first exercise of the institute con-

sisted of a ten minute's talk by Prof. H.
S. McMichael, principal of the Emerson
school, on the subject of "How much the
teacher should help the pupil in the every
day work of the school." He com-batt-

the idea so frequently ad-

vanced that helping a pupil tends
to weaken the pupil's power of helpine
himself. There is scarcely any limit to
the help which the teacher may afford the
pupil. The great majority of pupils will
fail to accomplish anything without the
constant oversight and timely aid of the
teacher. There are many difficulties in
every subject which the pupil's unaided
powers are not able to master. Economy
of time requires that the pupil's efforts
should'be reinforced by suggestions from
the teacher. Other things being equal,
that school in which the teacher does a
maximum of work is the school that will
do the greatest amount of work for itself,
for the greatest incentive to industry on
the part of the pupil is industry on the
part of the teacher.

The ideas advanced by the speaker were
discussed by a number of the other mem-
bers. Dr. Stevenson supplemented the
discussion by some very valuable remarks
in which he especially emphasized the
importance of training the pupils to
earnest, persistent efforts in their own
behalf.

Miss Dickinson, of the Carleton school,
read a paper on "Tho teacher outside of
the school room." The paper abounded
in practical suggestions to teachers con-

cerning their duties to themselves as in-

dividuals and members of society. The
true teacher will devote much of
her time to improvement along
the line of her work; but
she will not neglect to mingle in society,
as only in this way can she gain that
knowledge of human nature which is val-

uable to her as an individual and necessary
to her as a teacher. Exercise for tho body,
good literature for the mind and a cheer-
ful disposition at all times were recom-
mended as the teacher's surest aids to suc-

cess. Dr. Stevenson enforced the teach-ing- 3

of the paper by a number of apt illus-
trations.

After a short recess the remainder of the
time was devoted to the consideration of
various questions arising in the daity work
of the school. Prof. Young made some
explanations with reference to the subject
of music After a song the general meet-
ing adjourned and short meetings of the
various grades were held.

JUVENILE BUHGLiAKS.

Last night Anderson's grocery store on
the corner of Douglas and Fourth avenue,
was burglarized in a most audacious man-
ner by two boys, both under twelve years
of ago. Thomas Laws, colored, and Ed-

ward England, white, were the miscreants
and they successfully carried out a delib-at- e

plan of robbery. Laws wa3 arrested
at nine o'clock on the street shortly after
the occurrence by Officer Taylor, but Eng-
land was not found until near eleven by
Officers Burrows and Wood. lie had
taken refuge in the house of a boy ac-

quaintance on Water street. England
says the original plan was to only take a
dollar or two, which might not be missed,
but Laws insisted upon acting the hog
and emptying the till containing $26.00

in cash and checks amountiug to up-

wards of $24.00. The boys went into the
store together and Laws asked for five
cents' worth of molasses, offering an old
fruit can to hold it. When Mr. Anderson
went in the rear room to draw it Laws
went with him and stood between him and
the front. In the meantime England
reached over the counter and. pulled out
the till, making good his escape up Fourth
avenue before the proprietor came out into
the store again.

WJ.TII A SOLID ir'KOXT.

The State Immigration bureau comes
out with an organization of ninety-tw- o

counties and is getting thoroughly organ-
ized for hard and efficient work for Kan-
sas in the direction intended. The object
is to let the people of other states know of
the superior inducements of Kansas and
let them have a chance to make intelli-
gent comparisons for their own cood. The
secretary of the bureau reports that he has
a large correspondence with immigration
agents, who want to know the progress
made by the bureau in securing rates.
Many of them have families they want to
bring west and bring them into Kansas,
but they want an inducement by way of
reduced rates. The information is that as
soon as favorable rates can be secured the
tide of immigration would start imme
diately for the broad state of Kansas.

The executive committee is becoming
somewhat impatient over the question of
rates. They are ready to appear before
the Trans-Missou- ri Passenger association
now. The association will not meet for
nine or ten days yet and they look upon it
as just that much time lost. But when
the time comes there will be an enthu-
siastic and earnest delegation before the
association and the facts concerning the
bureau, its importance and wauts mado
known. The letters received from the
members of the association relating to the
question are regarded as indicating that
the association will be inclined to give tho
matter careful attention and no doubt
meet the Kansas bureau half way in the
very important work for the state.

LITTLE VVOKK BEING BONE.
The buildincs and grounds committee of

the school board held a meeting yesterday
and made an estimate of the work done on
the building being erected in the First
ward. The contractor in that ward has
been crowding the work more rapidly than
the others. As soon as the cold wave had
passed over he resumed work as though
he would no doubt have the building com-
pleted before another cold snap made its
appearance. Work on the other buildings
has scarcely been resumed and is moving
along rather slowly.

The committee looked over some other
matters and had a considerable amount of
rather important routine to pass upon.

Years ago Ed Rice, the manager of
many a big theatrical venture, was a clerk
in the employ of the Cunard Steamship
company, and he and a Harvard student
named Cheever Goodwin werechums in
Boston. "He could make a pen breathe,"
says Rice, "and I pardon the vanity
could make a piano talk.

Alter we left the theatre I said to my
friend: 'Cheever, we can get up a better
burlesque than that.

Dur-
ing all this time I was bard at work for
the Cunard company, and Goodwin, who
had meanwhile been graduated from Har-
vard, was performing his allotted task on
the Boston Traveler. When a friend sug-
gested a puolic production I found that
managers simply laughed at me. Finslly.
in New Yorfc, Charles R. Thome and his
son, Edwin F., who were manajia.; Niblo'a
Garden, and who were so impecunious
that they were ready to jump at anything,
agreed to bring out tee burlesque if I
would pay the salary of William II. Crane,
wno was to play Le Blanc, the notary. In
July, 1571, 1 had a two weeks' vacation
from my steamship line duties, and during
thnt oeriod "Zvangehnu" made its first
public appearance und did a business of
$7,tXK. It met with such continued success
that I resigned my position in Boston and
I have been a theatric! manager front
tnat time until the present. I cannot re-

frain from adding that it la surprising how
m3ny people of the stage who are now
famous for their cleverness, had their first
opportunity is my first burlesque. New
York World.
